Chamberlain 
Interviewed 


PORTERVILLE, Feb. 8—Facts 
on the proposed East Side Proj- 
ect to bring an additional supply 
of water along the east side of the 
San Joaquin valley, are presented 
by Dave Chamberlain in the fol- 
lowing Farm Tribune interview: 

Chamberlain, who was “raised 
along the Tule river,” has been 
associated with county and state 
water interests for a number of. 
years. At present he is a repre- 
sentative of the city of Porterville, 
the Woodville chamber of com- 
merce, and the Tulare county 
chamber of commerce in the Bast 
Side Project association, and also 
represents Tulare county on the 
Water Resources board of the Cali- 
fornia state chamber of commerce. 


Just what is the East Side-Proj- 
ect? 

In its simplest terms, this is a 
project to bring more water from 
the northern part of the state, 
down the east side of the Central 
valleys from the Folsom dam on 
the American river to as far south 
as Kern river, providing both ag- 
ricultural and domestic water 
along the way. 

How much water? 

It is proposed to put 1,500,000 
acre feet of water into the project 
canal, 


Where does. this water come 
from? 
Major source of water is the 


American river, however, the East 
Side project will also receive wa- 
ter from the Trinity river, since 
Trinity river water, under the 
Central Valley project, is divert- 
ed into the Sacramento river, then 
at the Hood-Clay pump station 
south of Sacramento, 5,000 cubic 
feet per second will be put inta 
the Folsom South canal, which de- 
livers water in the area between 
the American river and the Stan- 
jslaus river. 

You mentioned the Folsom 
South canal. Just how does it 
tie in with the East Side Project? 

Folsom South canal is one key 
to the entire East Side Project, 
since water from the existing Fol- 
som reservoir is a major source of 
supply for the East Side project. 
The Folsom South canal is actual- 
ly the northern unit of the East 
Side canal. 

What is the status of the Folsom 
South canal now? 

The Folsom South canal is up 
for authorization by congress this 
year with a review by congres- 
stonal committees set for Febru- 
ary 20. It is essential that pres- 
ently proposed size of the Folsom 
South canal be increased by a ca- 
pacity of 1,500,000 acre feet in 
order to handle East Side project 
‘water and thus serve in a dual 
capacity. You see the original 
concept of the Folsom South canal 
was to serve only the area south 
to the Stanislaus river. 

Do you think congress will go 
for this?. 

Feasability reports have been 
made and are being worked on by 
the department of the interior for 
the entire East Side project, and 
it appears that it will get ap- 
proval. 

Could you briefly explain the 
route of the East Side canal?

Congress has abdicated a good 
deal of power over the years, but 
it is hardly likely to relinquish its 
tax prerogatives overnight. 


Indeed, the political implications 
of the proposal are rather appal- 
ling.

An incumbent 
Presidential candidate who 
slashed personal income tax rates 
during an election campaign 
would doubtless garner votes like 
a bee gathers honey.

YOUR LEGISLATOR 
AT WORK! 


The old problem of ‘‘people ver- 


sus trees” so far as legislative dis- 
tricting is concerned applies not 
only to Congress and the Legisla- 
ture. It also affects the make-up 
of supervisorial districts in our 
California counties. A basic ques- 
tion is, should there be reappor- 
tionment of such districts after 
every federal census, as in the case 


with the state and national 
bodies? 
Three bills relating to this 


problem were introduced in our 
1961 session. One of them, which 
merely provides for the appoint- 
ment of an advisory study com- 
mission in each county, is now 
law. One failed to pass both 
houses. _The third was referred 
to committee for interim study. 
A hearing on this last measure 
was recently held by the Assembly 
committee on municipal and coun- 
ty government. 

Under present law, supervisor- 
ial districts are supposed to be 
kept as nearly equal in population 
as possible, but supervisors are 
authorized to consider a long list 
of other specified factors in set- 
ting. boundaries, and there is no 
requirement for redistricting af- 
ter each census. The record shows 
some counties have not changed 
district boundaries since they were 
first set in the 1850s and that a 
total of twenty have not changed 
theirs since the turn of the cen- 
tury. 

The measure as_ introduced 
would have provided for a redis- 
tricting this year (to take into 
account the 1960 census), and af- 
ter each future census on the 
basis of population. No district 
would be authorized which would 
deviate more than 25 percent from 
the average for all five districts.

The bill also provided for special 
redistricting commissions to do 
the work, .if-boards of supervisors 
failed to act within the legal time 
limits. 

Supervisors from many counties 
appeared at the hearing to express 
the viewpoints of their boards. 
Other boards sent written com- 
munications to the committee, 
outlining their positions and rec- 
ommendations on the subject. 
There. was a full discussion of all 
aspects of the problem. 

The social,.economic and physi- 
cal features of the several coun- 
ties are as varied as their loca- 
tions within the state. ‘Their re- 
actions to the proposal for legis- 
lation were about as diverse. 

Not much opposition to the 
basic principle of districting in 
accordance with equality of popu- 
lation was voted. One county 
which favors retention of the pres- 
ent law drew attention to the fact 
that it is often difficult to adhere 


strictly to a population standard 


because important economic fac- 
tors,'such as agriculture, forestry, 


.or mining need and deserve in- 


formed representation. In its case, 
60 percent of the total population 
js in one city, now in one district, 
while more than half the assessed 
valuation is in the outlying agri- 
cultural districts. 

Another county, whose popula- 
tion increased 250 percent be- 
tween the 1950 and 1960 census- 
es, said redistricting every two 
years would be necessary to keep 
representation equal. 

Most opposition was expressed 
to the percentage of deviation 
which would be permitted under 
the proposed bill — 25 percent. 
Some recommended that the fig- 
ure be increased to 35 percent. 
One county suggested that a dif- 
ferent standard be set up under 
which no one district could have 
less than 10 percent of the total 
county population, and no three 
combined, more than 50 percent. 

From the discussion, there 
seemed to be fairly general agree- 
ment that some more equitable, 
but still practical distriéting sys- 
tem for supervisorial districts is 
needed, It seemed clear that action 
will probably be taken at our 
1963 session.

PLANTING OF CITRUS TREES 
AS EARLY AS SOIL CONDITIONS 
AND WEATHER PERMITS IS ADVISED 


By Karl W. Opitz 
Farm Advisor 
VISALIA, Feb. 8—Plant citrus 


trees as early as the weather and 
soil conditions permit. Generally, 
trees that get an early start grow 
faster and bear more fruit earlier 
than later planted trees. 

: One reason why earlier Planted 
trees do better relates to the fact 
that seedlings and budlings have 
the maximum carbohydrate re- 
serves early in the spring. Dur- 
ing a growth flush new shoots 
use up these reserves. If these 
shoots are removed before the 

_ leaves have a chance to harden 
_ and manufacture sugars, the next 

_srowth cycle will be weaker be- 
cause the roots do not have an 
adeonuate supply of food. 

The best time to cut the tree 
back and dig for transplanting is 
_ just before a new cycle of growth 
rts. By that time there is a 


» good supply of stored food ready 


) help the yonng tree get re- 
tablished. 
: If it is impossible to plant early, 


‘it is better to wait until the new 
leaves have matured and top 
growth is ready to go again. 

In order to lessen the shock of 
transplanting later in the spring 
jor summer, the nurseryman may 
cut his trees back while they are 
still in the nursery row. By wait- 
ing until the new growth buds 
appear, he can help overcome, to 
some extent, the ill effects of dig- 
ging before the normal flush hard- 
ens. 

Another factor favoring early 
Planting is the general rule that 
the more growth the young tree 
can make prior to the onset of 
cold weather, the better it is able 
to withstand low temperatures,

Assuming that the size of the 
proposed Folsom South canai is 
increased, this canal will carry 
Kast Side water from the Ameri- 


i}can river to Farmington, just 


south of Stockton, near the Stan- 
islaus river. .From F’armington, 
through pump lifts and gravity 
flow, water will continue down 
the East Side canal to Herndon, 
in the Figarden area north of 
Fresno. Here a relatively small 
dam on the San Joaquin river will 
provide a holding area, and will 
back water 15 miles up the San 
Joaquin river channel to Little 
Dry creek, just below Friant dam, 
where water will be pumped into 
the Friant-Kern canal for- trans- 
portation on south. 

Then the Hast Side project will 
use the Friant-Kern canal. 

Yes, during off-peak seasons, 
with water being stored in hold- 
ing areas for later release. The 
East Side project, however, in- 
cludes eventually a canal parallel 
to the Friant-Kern cnaal. 

*You mentioned holding areas. 
Where are these areas? 

The proposed New Melones dam 
ion the Stanislaus river is one of 
the areas, this dam to hold flood 
waters for later release. Incident- 
lally, this will be the largest earth- 
fill dam in the world — 610 feet 
high, 1,500 feet long, with a hold- 
ing capacity of 2,400,000 acre 
feet. The Montgomery reservoir. 
least of Merced, will also be a hold- 
ing areca. 

What about Hungry Hollow? 

The Hungry Hollow dam and 
holding area is, of course, a key 
unit of the East Side project, and 
is extremely important to the 


southern Tulare county and north-|_ 


ern Kern county area. It will be 
located about 644 miles south of 
Porterville on Deer Creek, and 
will have a capacity of 800,000 
acre feet. Incidentally, this is 
about 10 times greater than the 
Success reservoir on the Tule. 

Just what is the purpose of the 
Hungry Hollow reservoir? 

Actually it has two purposes — 
to serve as a storage area for East 
Side project water that will first 
come down the Friant-Kern canal, 
then later in the parallel canal, 
thus ‘balancing’ the water flow; 
it also will be the outlet for a Por- 
terville-Bakersfield canal that will 
extend to south of Poso Creek to 
bring gravity flow water to a 
large acreage that lies east of the 
Friant-Kern canal. 

How will water be put into the 
Hungry Hollow reservoir from the 
Friant-Kern canal? ; 

This will involve pumping. 

Will the water area of Hungry 
Hollow fluctuate greatly each 
year? 

Not ordinarily. This is a ‘‘bal- 
ancing”’ reservoir and will remain 
somewhat constant, except in ex- 
tremely dry years, such as ‘we 
have been having recently. 

Essentially, then, the East Side 
project picks up “surplus’’ water 
from the north and brings it 
down the east side of the Central 
Valleys. 

This is correct. The project, 
through its holding areas, ties to- 
gether flood control, water stor- 
age, and ultimate water use for 
agricultural and domestic purpos- 
es, and will make more water 
available in dry years. 

Just what is the present status 
of the East Side project? 

We have already discussed its 
relationship to the Folsom South 
canal. As for the total project, 
it is not yet authorized; it has 
only been presented to the federal 
government for study and consif#- 
eration. It is hoped that next year 
congress will authorize the total 
project. In the current session of 
congress we hope that the in- 
creased size of the Folsom South

If these authorizations come 
about, how soon will East Side 
project water reach Tulare coun- 
ty? 

If the project is authorized next 
year, construction could be start- 
ed in possibly 1964; water could 
be delivered through the Friant 
Kern canal by 1973. The Hungry 
Hollow and the Porterville-Bak- 
ersfield canal projects would no 
doubt be included in early con- 
struction schedule, since they are 
necessary if East Side project wa- 
ter transported in the Friant-Kern 
canal is to be utilized. This en- 
tire project, of course, is contem- 
plated under federal financing. 

So we get down to money. How 
much will the project cost; how. 
much will the water cost? 

Best figures now indicate that 
the project will run about seven 
and a quarter billion dollars. Es- 
timated cost of water down to the 
Montgomery holding reservoir, 
$3.00 an acre foot; from this 
point to the Porterville area, 
$7.00 an acre foot; from Hungry 
Hollow on into Kern county, 
$10.00 an acre foot; domestic wa- 
ter, $24.00 an acre foot. 

What about electric power; will 
any be developed in connection 
with the East Side project? 

Probably only at the New Me-. 
lones dam, about 150,000 kilo- 
‘watt hours. It is contemplated 
that this is sufficient power to 
eperate the project; no direct 
commercial sale is contemplated. 

Is the East Side project part of 
the State Water plan? 

No. The bond issue voted in 
California last year to start work 
en the so-called state water plan, 
is to bring water down the west 
side of the Central valleys and on 
into southern California. There 
is, of course, interchanging of 
water involved, and everything 
eventually ties together, but es- 
sentally the East Side project is 
a federal project, planned as a 
unit in itself. Water for the East 
Side project is available over and 
above that needed for the west 
side project in the state water 
plan.

_ VISALA,..Feb. 8 — The “high 
acid’? navel orange does not meet 
necessary quality standards, and 
for benefit of growers, and the in- 
dustry generally, must be budded 
over, according to Farm Advisor 
Karl W. Opitz. 

Poor flavor,. higher acid con- 
tent, coarse rind texture, inability 
to hold up in the late season are 
some of the reasons given for fail- 
ure of this type of orange. And

Opitz states that for their own 
good, growers should rebud off- 
type trees next spring or fall.
